I’RoM thk Orient. — T he New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser says Mahommedan fanaticism 
has broken out in another and very distant part 
of the Turkish Empire from those mountains and 
valleys in Syria to which its ravage^ had hitherto 
been confined. A dispatch from Trieste, dated 
August 24th. states that letters had been received 
from Ragusa. announcing that a terrible collision 
bad occurred at Gaako, In the Herzegovina, be 
tween the Christians and the Mussulmans. Tho 
latter were the assailants, and in their fury spared 
neither the women nor children of their vanquish- 
ed enemies. As usual, the authorities were una 
ble or unwilling to prevent the massacre. 

In the absence of full and trustworthy intelli- 
gence, we can only take for granted that this ca- 
lamity is of a similar character with those which 
have recently occurred in Syria. The distance 
between the two countries is indeed too great to 
justify tho belief that this outrage was the result 
of a regular conspiracy between its instigators 
and those of Mount Lebanon and Damascus. But 
we know that similar causes were at work in both 
provinces. The Sultan’s authority at best was 
but slender, and, in the inefficient hands to which 
it had been committed, the extreme Northwest, 
like the extreme Southeast of Turkey, fell a prey 
to foreign intrigue and influence. The trench 
and Russians are the great rivals in the Herze- 
govina, Montenegro, Croatia, and Bosnia; and 
the recent assassination of Prince Danielo, with 
the troubles connected Yvith the succession, may 
have induced tho Mahommedan population to be- 
ieve that they were about to be transferred to 
foreign masters, who would exterminate their re 
ligion in that part of Europe. Tho smallest in- 
cident, in such a stato of feeling, may precipitate 
a revolution, so that it is often exceedingly diffi- 
cult to tell w hen or with what party the troubles 
actually began. To this dav »* is disputed who 
were tho prime movers in the Syrian slaughter. 

The Herzegovina is a small and mountainous 
tract north of Albania, and touches the Gulf of 
Venice at only a single point. Its population can 
hardly reach a quarter of a million, who are pret- 
ty equally divided between the two religions. Tho 
Mahoinmedans are said to own the greater part of 
the soil; but a very small proportion of these are 
Turks. The cities are unimportant, few having a 
population of over ten or twelve thousand inhab 
Pants. Gasko is one of the smallest of these, and 
indeed is not laid down in many maps. The couu- 
try is traversed in the direction of its greatest 
length (from Northwest to Southeast) by the Bal 
kan or Dalmatian mountains. 

A dispute between the opposing race© of one of 
these cities would, under ordinary circumstances, 
be a matter of little consequence. In the present 
state of Turkey, however, when that country may 
be said to be hanging by the eyelids, every event 
of the sort possesses unusual interest. The recent 
occurrence shows that while Mahommcdans have 
loet none of their intolerance and barbarity, the 
government at Constantinople is utterly unable to 
protect its subjects. They are constantly looking 
either to foreign support or the keenness of their 
own scimitars, and the power of their own right 
hands. A new count will be brought in the in- 
dictment against the Grand Turk. The case will 
be argued once more, thore is reason to believe, 
by immense armies on tho battle-field, but under 
very different circumstances from the trial in 1854, 
off. But before other powers have time to inter- 
fere. it is prolmble that the Christian subjects cf 
the Porto, in the Northwest Provinces, fearing a 
repetition of such scenes, may break out in open 
insurrection. A wholesale massacre, like that 
reported at Gask'>, may have the effect of calling 
to arms all the followers of the Cross from the 
Pruth to the Venetian Gulf. In such an event 
there is too much reason to fear that the atroci 
ties of Syria would be repeated in Koumelia and 
Bosnia, but this time at the hands of long-opposed 
and down- trodden races.

Probable Foci. Play. — T he Memphis Bulle- 
tin learns from a gentleman, living in the neigh- 
borhood of Hale's Point, Lauderdale county, that 
a death occurred near that place, some throe 
weeks ago, under circumstances that give rise to 
suspicion of foul play. A person apparently about 
fifty or sixty years of age, was descending the 
river in a skiff, ami landed a short distance be- 
low the Point to camp for the night. Ho was 
in bad health, and stated that he was from St. 
Louis, where he had tried ineffectually to get iuto 
the hospital there; that he was on his way to 
Memphis, where he stated he had frieuds. II© 
wus suffering with dropsy, aud had with him in 
his skiff' a gun and a quantity of good clothing. 
These facts were made to a young man who pass- 
ed him, and gave him a drink of water. Sonic 
few days afterwards ho was found a short dis- 
tance below, floating in the river on his back. 
His skiff was sunk, but the gun and clothing had 
disappeared. Prom tigns on tho bank of the river, 
it is conjectured that he hud been dragged down 
to the water; and, from the disappearance of his 
effects, it is believed that he met with foul play. 
His name was uot ascertained. 

lyKirk, who was tried last week in the Co- 
lumbia, Tenn., circuit courj, for the murder of 
Westmoreland, was convicted and sentenced to 
the penitentiary for 15 years. The Maury Press 
says that the prisoner is a man of family, who 
has heretofore relied upon his work at the an vi® 
for the support of himself un i family. lie was a 
soldier in the Mexican war. was at the storming 
of Monterey, and when his commanding officer 
was struck down at his side, was one of the first 
to leap by him and spring upon the battlements. 
In an evil hour he committed the crime for which 
he has been convicted, and now, notwithstanding 
his past service©, he begins that atonement to the 
offended majesty of the law, which was made alike 
for his own safeguard and that of his fellow-citi- 
zens. 

Anti-Rent Outrage at Sandlakk. — On 
Thursday night the anti-rent fever revived at 
Sandlakc, N. Y., and under its influence a body 
of men. disguised in marks and calicoes, robbed a 
constable of his papers, although they refrained 
doing any injury to his person. Seeing resistance 
useless ho gave up the documents they wore in 
search of. On surrendering his papers he was 
allowed to go home uninjured, after having been 
absent only about an hour. The affair is creat- 
ing intense excitement. Whether tho anti-rent 
troubles are to be revived, or whether this is 
only a political dodge, in view of election, it not 
known. 

Duel Between Texas Editors.— T he San 
Antonia Herald of the 28th ult., learns through 
a private letter from Austin, dated August 22d, 
that Major John Mur-hall, of the State Gazette, 
and lion. A. B. Norton, of the Intelligencer, have 
gone out to have a hostile meeting. The parties 
are said to have retired to some point on the con- 
fines of the Cherokee Nation. Much excitement 
exists iu Austin on account of the expected re- 
sult. 

A Mother and Child Burned to Death. — 
Alfred Bryden, three years of age, died in New 
York, on Wednesday, at the residence of his pa- 
rents, from burns received on the 1st inst. On 
that day, Mrs. Sarah Bryden, mother of the de- 
ceased, was fatally burned by the explosion of a 
fluid lamp which she had in her hands, the flames 
setting fire to her clothing. Mrs. Bryden died in 
a few hours after the accident occurred.

fST Four months ago, when the Union 
movement was started at Baltimore, and it> 
banner entrusted to the hands of John Bell 
and Edward Everett, it was the policy of the 
old parties to deride its influence and to regard 
it as an old gentleman’s or old fogy party. 
But its influences, though gentle and unappre- 
ciated at first, have at last stirred the mighty 
national heart, even as the breezes of summer 
impart their health-bearing vigor to the ex- 
panding fruits and growing grains, and now 
we are about to garner a glorious harvest. 
The Union movement was started to check 
"^Disunion in the South and prostrate Abolition 
fanaticism in the North. The conservative 
^-prrss North and South look upon this as an 
unanswerable and overwhelming argument in 
its favor. The New Orleans Bulletin think: 
if there were no other reason, this alone would 
be ail-sufficient to induce every lover of his 
country to throw himself into the movement 
with all his energies. Some of our friends do 
not realize U> what an extent, in supporting 
Bell and Everett in the South, they are over- 
throwing sectionalism, demagogisin, and abo- 
litionism in the North. Southern eonserva 
tism is the very life-blood of nationality in the 
North, and it is everywhere bringing the na- 
tional men of the North and West to their feci 
and causing them to do battle for the Consti- 
tution and the Union in opposition to the as- 
sailants of both with a vigor, enthusiasm, and 
confidence that have not been witnessed before 
for years; never indeed, since the present sec- 
tional organizations came into existence 
We might quote from the Boston Courier, 
New York Express, Philadelphia Journal, and 
other Northern conservative papers, to show 
the vitality of this cheering movement, but, as 
we have before us illustrations of the actual 
*tate of afi'airs at the North as seen by South- 
ern men, we prefer to use them, as being 
more likely to appeal directly to our imme- 
diate interests and feelings. Our New Orleans 
contemporary above referred to tells us that an 
old citizen of that State and an intelligent 
observer, resitling in one of the sugar parishes, 
has just returned from the North, and he says 
that the Constitutional Union men of New 
England assured him that, if they could only 
convinced that Bell ami Everett had any 
strength in the South, they could and would 
whip the Abolitionists in single combat. lie 
was assured that the conservative sentiment of 
New England and of the North generally was 
ready to assert its power; that many were kept 
from abandoning sectionalism only by fearing 
that they would be without support elsewhere; 
that if they could feel any confidence of a con- 
servative victory through the concentration of 
the conservative strength of the country gen- 
erally upon the Constitutional Union can- 
didates, there would he such a rally around 
those candidates as the country has not wit- 
nessed in many a long year. Now recent 
events in the South have tended strongly to 
give the national men ol the North just such 
assurances as they spoke of and as they re- 
quired, and the consequence is that there is a 
rush to the national standard of the most 
cheering character. There is a concentration, 
A fusion of' all national constitutional men 
against the sectional anti-slavery demagogues. 
As a proof of this we are indebted to the New 
Orleans Bulletin for an extract from the Point 
Coupee Echo, a Democratic paper of Louisiana 
that we arc not in the habit of seeing, the 
editor of which writes from Boston: 

The reanlt of the recent elections in the States 
ot North Carolina, Kentucky, and Mi*souri lias 
given new life to tlie Hell and Everett party all 
over the country. What at first seemed to them 
an impofoikilitv now begins to assume some 
ehape of probability, and the tame supporters of 
two weeks past, of this ticket, are now carried 
away with enthusiasm, and filled with cheering 
hopes of success. Herein Boston the effect has 
been electrical, and Bell and Everett clubs are 
being formed daily, and the members kept busy 
attending the numerous meetings. The streets are 
dotted, here and there, with largo and handsome 
banners, waving in the breeze the names of Bell 
and Everett, and in the mouth of every other 
man vou meet in the city are the words of Bell 
and Everett. It seems to he a settled purpose 
with the conservative masses of Boston to 
vosette their city from the name it has so long 
borne of being the hot-bed of Alwilitionism, by 
giving Bell und their favorite and popular son 
Everett a tremendous majority in November 
next. I think there is no doubt but what Bos- 
ton will go for the Bell and Everett ticket by a 
large vote. 

This cheering testimony comes, as we have 
(•aid, from a Democrat, and shows that the 
Union movement is gaining ground steadily 
and surely. Men are beginning to feel that 
there arc but two parties, one against the Union 
and the other for the Union, and arc arraying 
themselves where every dictate of patriotism 
impels them. The statue which was raised at 
Baltimore by the National Union Convention 
may have been soulless and spiritless at first in 
the opinion of our opponents, but the fires of 
nationality have been infused into it, and those 
who scoffed now recognize “the light, the life, 
and the glory of its aspect. ” Thus, the New 
York Daily News, another Democratic paper, 
speaking of the necessity for u union against 
sectionalism, says: 

The great object which has been secured bv the 
Democratic Convention has been to gather into 
practical co-operation all hero who are in favor 
of the Union against sectionalism. The vote of 
New York is thus secured against Lincoln. There 
is in this union of all the conservative elements 
in the State nothing which can justly he consid- 
ered as a breach of party obligations or a sacrifice 
i >f principle on either side.

It mav 
be that through this means Messrs. Bell and 
Everett may be called on in the mode pointed out 
in the Constitution to direct the destinies of the 
country. Y\ o shall cordially acquiesce in this 
verdict — we shall feel that the Union is safe, and 
• Tr-' v . e wou ^d have preferred that a 1 >emoerat- 
ic Administration should bo in power, we accept 
joyfully an alternative that will not endanger our 
existence as a nation, or weaken the bonds of fra- 
ternity which have sustained our Union.

John Bell in Defence of Henry Clay 

AGAINST THE CHARGE OF “BARGAIN AND 
Corruption.” — At the Presidential election 
in 1844, it will be recollected, says the Nashville 
Union, Mr. Bell was one of the Clay candi- 
dates for Elector for the State at large, and in 
that capacity vindicated Mr. Clay from the 
'charge of “bargain and corruption” in every 
speech made by him during his laborious and 
protracted canvass of the whole State. The 
following is an extract from a sketch (publish- 
ed in the Republican Banner of May 20, 1844), 
of Mr. Bell’s speech on the opening of the can- 
vass at Murfreesborough: 

“In enumerating the advantages with which 
tho YVhigs are advancing to the contest, Mr. Bell 
referred in glowing language to those which 
sprung from the character of Henry Clay. Had 
ever party such a leader? Was ever party so well 
agreed in their choice of a leader? Did ever army 
take up arms with greater confidence in the man 
who was to lead them on to victory? Was ever 
name more influential, more talismunic?” * * 

“Mr. Bell then referred to the manner in which 
our political opponents appear determined to car- 
ry on tho contest. They have chosen to go back 
to the origin of parties. They acknowledge no 
statute of limitations as to the position of promi- 
nent men. ‘Wo will not let you off,’ they say, 
‘with the present issues as to high questions of 
public policy, nor with the distinctive principles 
of the controversy of 1840. We see Henry Clay 
at the head of your battalions; and we will recall 
the musty old pamphlets and files of 1824, ’25, 
and '27. You shall not escape without the repe- 
tition of all the inflammatory appeals and fierce 
accusations of those times.’ Now r , said Mr. Bell, 
‘I am ready to meet them there also. I accept 
the challenge. We will go hock to those days, 
and to the formation and progress of the present 
parties — wc will array document against docu- 
ment — and when they have reached their last, we 
will pile another and another upon them. Who- 
ever meets me, be he Richard or Saladin, I proni- 
i se to break his casque. The sword of Brcnnus, 
thank Heaven! is never cast into our conflicts. 
But 1 will meet our adversaries in such a field at 
any time, and hold myself ready to overcome 
them with tho weight of facts.’ 

‘ Mr. Boll then proceeded Io notice the revival 
of the story of ‘Bargain and Intrigue' and the 
association of his name with it in a manner en- 
tirely unwarranted by anything he had ever said 
or written. He referred to the matter not be- 
cause lie thought the character of Mr. Clay re- 
quired vindication. No, said he, Henry Clay 
stands upon a pedestal of public confidence, found- 
ed on a thorough knowledge of his principles, 
character, and history, far above tho need of 
eulogy from him or any other man. Where is he 
not known— as a pure patriot, an enlightened 
statesman, the eloquent advocate of Human Lib- 
erty? Among all parties, abroad and at home, 
throughout Europe and South America, as well as 
in his own country, his name for more than thirty 
years has been recognized and associated with ail 
that is truly great and distinguished in American 
policy and statesmanship. Such a man stood in 
no need of defence from him. But the Democrat- 
ic organs now affected to think it vastly strange 
that John Bell should be found supporting Henrv 
Clay; although, it is notorious that from the 
moment Judge Whits was out of the Presi- 
dential question, these same organs and their 
prompters busily proclaimed far and wide 
that Henry Clay and no other was the lead- 
er of the Whig Party in Tennes**ee! ! They 
now endeavor to associate his name with 
tho charge of ‘Bargain and Corruption,’ and 
talk much of a certain letter written bv him in 
Sept. 1827. Of that letter (said Mr. Bell) the

Mr. Douglas in New York. — The grand 
political carnival and ox-roast near New York 
city last Wednesday drew together an assem- 
blage of from twenty to thirty thousand people. 
It was a tremendous meeting, and a tremen. 
dous amount of spirit was manifested. Speech- 
es were made by Mr. Douglas, the Hon. Hcr- 
sehell V. Johnson, candidate for the Vice Pres- 
idency, Mr. Belmont, ex-Gov. Morchcad, of 
Kentucky, and others. 

From the speech of Mr. Douglas, wc copy a 
few passages which will be read with interest 
throughout the whole country: 

It is the first duty of every American citizen, 
to perform all the obligations under t lie Constitu- 
tion. I care not whether you like or dislike all 
its provisions, yet every American and foreign- 
born citizen, rests under hereditary obligations to 
fulfil its provisions. Every naturalized and adopt- 
ed citizen, has taken an oath of fidelity to the 
Constitution; and he who is not willing to carry 
out. in good faith, every clause, every word, eve- 
ry letter of the Constitution, is a traitor in his 
heart to his country. ( Bravo, and tremendous 
applause. ] 1 tell the Abolitionists that they aro 
bound, as honest men, to earn’ into effect that 
clause of the Constitution providing for the sur- 
render of fugitive slaves, just as much as any and 
every other clause. [Cheers, and “that’s so.”] 

A Voice — How about secession? 

A gentleman in the crowd asks me about se- 
cession. I will answer him. I tell you that when 
you have performed all your dnties under the Con- 
stitution, when you have carried into effect every 
provision that the instrument contains, there is nib 
excuse, uo pretext whatever for secession. [Ap- 
plause.! But I am prepared to # ro'jyn a uu>ri> 
drrtnttc and spoewe answer co the inquiry. When 
1 landed at Norfolk, Virginia, the head of a Breck- 
inridge electoral ticket propounded to me the 
question whether tho inauguration of Abraham 
Lincoln as President of the United States would 
be a justifiable cause for breaking up this Union. 
[Shouts of “Never,” “never.”] I answered him 
thus, as I will answer everywhere in America 
where 1 may go to address my fellow’ citizens, the 
election of any man by the American people ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Constitution, is 
no pretext for breaking up this Government. 
[Loud cheers, and a cry of “Go it, lemons.”] 1 
should regret the election of Abraham as a great 
national calamity. 

I have no word of unkindness, or of personal 
disrespect to say to him, hut I do believe that he 
holds politicsl opinions which, if carried out, 
would he subversive df all the principles of the 
American Constitution. 

I was also asked at Norfolk und other places, 
whether, in the event that anv of the South* 
States should secede from this Union when Lin- 
coln was elec ted, that I would go for the enforce- 
ment of tho laws of the United States. I tell 
you, as I told them, that whoever may be Presi 
dent, he is bound by his oath to carry out th« 
laws to their faithful execution. I also tell yoi 
that it is the duty of every law'-abiding man, 
care not what mav be bis 
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fre c o n aleable opponent, "ill sustain him In tho 
exercise of every constitutional function. [Ap- 
plause.] But if, after that shall have been done, 
he shall attempt to subvert the Constitution, vio- 
late its provisions, or n.iuko war upon the rights 
and interests of anv section of this Confederacv, 
I will aid to tho full extent of my power, accord 
ing to the Constitution and law, in hanging liii . 
higher than Virginia hanged John Brown. . [Tre- 
mendous cheers. J 

We live (continued Mr. Douglas) under a G< 
eminent of law. Our rights, our liberty, « 
property, our lives aro dependent upon the la 
of the land for protection. 1 have children whom 

I love as tenderly as any man upon 

his offspring, and vet I have no wish to see them 
survive the union of these States. | Loud cheers. | 
\\ hen we shall perform all of our duties, accord- 
ing to the law and according to the Constitution, 
then we have a right to demand that every othe 
man shall obey the same laws and the same Con 
stitution. I had supposed that there was no loyal 
citizen— no friend of this country — who could find 
fault with these sentiments; but I discover in tho 
new spapers of to-day a protest against mv Nor- 
folk speech, signed by Mr. Keitt, of South Caro- 
lina, and some forty or fifty other Disunion ists. 
declaring that these sentiments must tie repelled 
and resisted, and calling upon the American peo- 
ple to repudiate me in order to repudiate those 
sentiments. I mean no disrespect to the gentle- 
men who have signed this protest, but I have as 
much reason to protest against their treason as 
they have against my lovalty and devotion to the 
Constitution. [Loud cheers.] They assert in 
their protest that I treat the Union as a perpetual 
bond to lie acquiesced in and obeyed in all future 
time by the weaker section toward the stronger. 
They misapprehend totally my position. My 
^ition is this: that this Union is a perpetual 
rquiring implicit obedience 
law s by every good 
zen — not by the weaker section towards the 
stronger, but obedience from every honest man 
to the Government under which he was horn, and 
which he has sworn to support. | Loud cheers. , 
But they assert in this protest that they have a 
right to secede from this Government. I tell you. 
as Gen. Jackson t Id the millilicrs in 1832, that 
secession is but another name for revolution. 1 
hold that every people upon earth have the in- 
alienable right to overthrow their Government by 
revolution whenever the Government becomes 
destructive of the ends and purposes for wnich it 
was established. It was upon that principle that 
our revolutionary’ fathers, in the American Colo- 
nies, seceded from the British Empire. [Loud ap 
plause. ] But when Washington, and Jefferson 
and Hancock, ami Adams seceded from the Brit 
ish Government, they boldly and fearlessly avow- 
ed that it was a “revolution.” It was a lucky 
day, and they gallantly looked the lialtar in the 
face, and exposed themselves to the penalties o' 
treason, if thev did not succeed. | Loud cheers. 
Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, did not screen him 
self behind the plea of |>eaceable secession. When 
he signed the Declaration of Independence some 
man said to him that he would escape the gallows 
itecauae there were fo many Charles Carrots that 
the King’s sheriff would not find him — [cheers | — 
hut the gallant old patriot went right hack t<> 
the desk and added these words, “of Carrollton.” 
[Enthusiastic cheers. ] 

Now, gentlemen, you cannot fail to perceive 
that this Union is in danger from the verv causes 
to which I have referred. There is a Disunion 
party in the land. They have resolved, when- 
ever they can obtain a plausible pretext, to pre- 
cipitate this country into revolution. 

They have determined to make the election of 
a Black Republican lVesident that pretext, and 
hence the r°al Disuuiouists favor the election ol 
Lincoln, so that they mav accompli -h the disso- 
lution of the Union. If Lincoln is elected it will 
he brought about by the agenev of those who arc 
now opposing the regular Democratic party. 
[Cheers]. In other words, his election will be 
brought about by the iutiuence of those who se- 
ceded at Charleston and again at Baltimore. 

[ A scene of great confusion here occurred. A 
tremendous rush was made toward the platform, 
one man in the crowd cheering loudly for Breck- 
inridge.]

CITY AND SUBURBAN ITEMS. 



<If Our City Council has before it for consider- 
ation an ordinance to prohibit the care of the 
Louisville and Frankfort railroad from entering 
Jefferson street, which has already passed the 
(Kipular branch, and is now before the Board of 
Alderman. This prohibition is an important step, 
and should be carefully considered before it is en- 
forced. For the last two years some of the pro- 
perty holders on Jefferson street, above the pre- 
sent depot, have agitated this movement, and 
have endeavored to procure the services of legal 
gentlemen to advance it. Failing in this, they 
now seek to induce the City to pass a prohibitory 
law, and thus make the people of Louisville a 
party to a long and expensive suit, should the 
Kailroad Company choose to defend its chartered 
rights or resist the surrender of a grant once 
tendered, when there has been no violation of the 
terms of such grant on its part. That part of 
the city through which the railroad passes has 
grown rapidly and increased largely in value 
from the effects of its location, and these gentlemen 
who are most active in urging the Council to the 
adoption of this measure, are recent purchasers 
of property along the line of the railroad. They 
bought because the road had made the property 
desirable and now they desire to remove the 
source of its local pros|»erity and increase in val- 
ue. There are no valid reasons for the prohibi 
tion. Since the road was built there has been no 
accident for which the Company conld be held 
responsible. In two instances, and no more, we 
believe, boys have clambered upon the trains and 
been injured by jumping off. There can be no 
dangerous obstructions pleaded then, for if each 
train of ten care should be compelled to bring 
each car down separately from the head of Jeffer 
son street, the incentives for boys to jump on the 
care would be increased te^-fold and the danger 
of course in a corresponding ratio. As far as il 
may inconvenience private residences, it is per- 
haps true that in the immediate vicinity of the 
depot, the changing of engines and care may pro- 
duce “noise and confusion ’ two or three times a 
day, but all the street for n mile up is relieved 
from the dust, rattle and din of drays and car- 
riages and is therefore the cleanest and most 
quiet street in the city for private dwellings. If 
all the freight should be carried down from the 
head of Jefferson street in dravs, and all the pas- 
sengers conveyed to and fro in omnibuses and 
hacks, the desert of Sahara in a simoon, or the 
arid sands of Senegambia during a harmattan. 
would be comparative Edens to this mile of street. 
Opposite neighbors would l»e strangers, and all 
the watering carts in the municipal bounds could 
not keep the dust down. 

There is another fact of importance to be con- 
sidered in reference to this question. It had been 
the intention of the people long before the road 
was constructed to devote this portion of Jeffer- 
son street to its use. When the Bardstown pike 
was laid out, twenty odd years ago, which ran 
along the street, somo ten or twelve feet were 
reserved in the centre of its track for the bed of 
a railroad and this reservation was never built 
upon until the present railroad was laid down and 
it has been in undisturbed use ever since, with no 
complaints against it except from those who have 
recently moved into its vicinity. If therefore it 
is an inconvenience, it is merely a local one and 
the interests of the whole city and of the fast in- 
creasing trade of the commercial metropolis of 
the State, must protest loudly against the pro 
posed prohibition. Our people do not know how 
many adverse interests they have to contend 
against in building up and maintaining Louisville 
as a great business centre. The Glasgow Fre< 
Press of last week was expressing its gratification 
at the prospects of a direct line of railroad from 
Nashville to Cincinnati, the only effect of which 
would he to divert a large portion of the South 
western trade from us to a rival city. And the 
Lexington Observer of Saturday last, referring 
to the ordinance now before the Couucil, which 
will, if passed, in effect, transfer the depot to the 
head of Jefferson street, while all freights trans- 
ported over the road will be taxed with the ad- 
ditional drayage, and the passengers will sutler 
the delay and annoyance of inilee longer ride in 
the omnibus, speaks in unmistakable language as 
follows: 

What may be the rights of the railroad company 
under its grant from the city, or what steps may 
be taken to enforce them if infringed by the pas- 
sage of the oiftlinance, are matters to bo considered 
by the stockholders. Of this, however, the city 
of Louisville and the railroad company may he 
well assured that the people of this region will 
not suffer themselves to be unnecessarily taxed, 
either in time or money, and whenever the effort 
at such imposition is made the traffic and travel 
of this region will seek other outlets. 



The route hence to St. Louis, by way of Louis- 
ville, is sixty-five miles shorter than via Coving- 
ton. II Such, however, is the delay in the omnibus 



transit to the Jeffersonville and New Albany de 
pots that the time consumed in the trip is nearly 
the same by the two routes; and the Covington 
road is thus enabled to participate in the west- 
ward travel which the position of Louisville should 
enable it to monopolize. It is easy to foresee that 
the addition of another mile to the omnibus ride 
at Louisville will transfer the entire Western 
travel to the Cincinnati line. 

Shipments of freight to New Orleans can now 
be made on nearly as favorable terms via Cincin- 
nati as via Louisville. Twenty-five cents per ton 
of additional drayage at the fatter point will ac 
tually give the advantage to the former. 

The facts and figures of the Observer are un- 
deniably correct, and we therefore call the atten- 
tion of our business men to this matter, in the 
hope that they will carefully consider the immi- 
nent danger to the interests of our city which the 
passage of the now pending ordinance will be sure 
to produce, and take such steps as will arrest the 
suicidal legislation of the Common Council. The 
experience of all the large cities argues powerful- 
ly against any policy of restriction. New York 
suffers railroads to come into the very heart of 
the city, at the corner of Canal street and Broad- 
way' and at the intersection of Hudson and Cham- 
bers streets; and Philadelphia, convinced of the 
folly of restricting the freest transit by railroad, 
has devoted Washington street, one of the widest 
and finest of her thoroughfares, for a track to al- 
low freight and passengers from Baltimore to be 
carried right through the city'. The locomotives 
of the Little Miami road come into Cincinnati 
within rifie shot of the mailboat landing, while 
the Dayton and Hamilton depot there is more 
centrally' located than is the depot of the Louis- 
ville and Frankfort road in our city. We deem 
it our duty then to ask our Board of Alderman to 
pause and reflect before they adopt a policy which 
will retard business here, offer facilities to our 
great rival cities, and perhaps involve our tax- 
payers in expensive litigation. 



A Museum for the High School.— A ll good 
citizens naturally feel a deep solicitude for the 
efficiency and success of our common schools, and 
the rapid advancement to usefulness of our city 
school system is a source of gratification to ail 
who feel an interest in educational pursuits. We 
have a proposition now in connection with the 
High School which should meet with universal 
favor — a proposition to establish a museum, espe- 
cially to aid the faculty in the demonstration of 
the sciences, and generally for the use and grati- 
fication of all who feel an interest in the pursuit 
of knowledge. A number of our citizens have ex- 
pressed a willingness to contribute for the pur- 
pose some gems from their collections of geologi 
cal and other specimens which in number are al 
ready' sufficient to form a nucleus of one of the 
most interesting cabinets in the West.

ARRIVAL OF THE OVERLAND MAIL. 

Fort Smith, Sept. 15. 

The Overland Mail, with San Francisco dates 
to August 27, arrived here at noon to-dav. 

Among the passengers is Col. II. T. Titus, of 
Kansas and Arizona notoriety. 

The passengers state that 'a party of Mexican 
guerillas had made an incursion into Texas to plun- 
der, and had stolen 35 head of mules belong- 
ing to the Overland Mail station at Leon water 
holes. The mules were not recovered when tbo 
mail passed. It Is also reported that the Indians 
of New Mexico have recommenced hostilities. 
Tlie late mail, bound from Mcsilla to Santa Fe, 
was attacked bv the Navajoes, and the conductor 
and driver killed. Tbe mail and coach were en- 
tirely destroyed. Four hundred government mules 
were stolen from Fort Craig by the Indians. 

A man, who gave the nattieof Wm. Owen, late 
of Gniisville, Ky., was arrested yesterday for 
horse-stealing, and committed to jail last night 
al»out 11 o’clock, lie was forcibly taken from 
jail and an attempt made to hang him to a tree. 
1’be noose was being adjusted to his neck, when 
he suddenly cast off the rope and fled; a volley 
was instantly fired at him by the infuriated crowd, 
which brought him to the ground, lie was then 
carried back to the calaboose, where he now lies 
in a dvin^ condition. Another horse thief was 
brought in to-day, and will doubtless share the 
fate of bis companion in crime. 

Nxw York, Sept. 15. 

Governor Wise’s letter in response to the invi- 
tation to attend the late barbecue at Raleigh is 
published. lie says: “For my own part I will 

not concede: I will not secede; I will not ac- 
quiesce; l will not submit; I will not compromise 
any more, but I will fight in the Union as long ns 
1 can get a respectable or hopeful plurality, or 
minority even, of firm, true men to stand by me 
and with me for the Constitution and the country. 
In my negroes I have property rights. In tlie 
Union I have political rights, and I will not be 
the coward or tho slave to give the one in order 
to preserve tlie other, and I will give up neither, 
but fight to the lust rather than either shall be 
assailed or destroyed. In any event, we are on 
tbe eve of a dissolution, and tbe question is, 
simply, shall it be peaceful, only by our base sub- 
mission to insult aud outrage? If you will fight, 
the Union will be saved.”

Latest Foreign Details.— B y the Amenci,

to my knowledge concerning (yarlbaldi i 
successful landing. It was at half-pa<rt 10 o'cl’k 
P. M. \ lmt Garibaldi and Turr started on board 
■A tile franklin from Taormina. Thev had on 
hoard about 1,200 men. the steamer Torino fol- 
lowing them close with 2,600 others on board. 
Tho expedition sailed II night unmolested to- 
wards the Calabrian coast, and at 2:20 A. M. eu- 
the small harbor of Melito, in Southern 
Calabria. Garibaldi was of course on deck of the 
franklin, and took the command of both ships. 
The Torino, in the hurrv of gaining a landing 
piico, ran aground, and tho Franklin (which has 
just arrived hero with the intelligence 1 send you) 
tried for six hours to get her off wifhout success. 
No opposition whatever was offered to Garibaldi. 
f>r Melito was not occupied by Neapolitan troops 
nor waa any Neapolitan vessel near at the time. 
The landing of Garibaldi’s men was effected in 
perfocr order, and the place was militarily occu- 
pied bv them. From what 1 heard on board of 



pied q 

the Franklin, Garibaldi, intends to attack Reggio 
to-night; but ull will depend upon Missori's move- 
ments and upon the forces the enemy can sum- 
mon to defeud that town. 

Garibaldi's plans seem to me clear enough. 
Whilst he marches on Reggio, Miesori will pro- 
ceed from Aspromonte towards tho seashore, across 
the rough paths of the neighboring mountains, 
and take tho forte of Scyllu and Torre del Cava l- 
lo in tho rear. At the same time the division* 
which are still ut tho Fara will sail in the same 
direction, so that the Neapolitau line of defence 
will be attacked ou both sidos at^ once. Nor can 
thli> plan be thwarted by tho Neapolitan n*vv, 
for the “Queen of England, 1 hear, will bo 
readv for acilou this evening, and her guns, in- 
cluding two »0-p. -under*, will chock any attempt 
of the enemv’a -hips. , 

Tho Franklin left Mento yesterday, at 11 A. M., 
under American colors, and on her way up to Mes- 
sina was reconnoltered by the Fulmiuante ami by 
another Neapolitan man-of-war. Both these ves- 
sels were cleared for action, but after a short time 
they thought better of it and steamed off iu an 
opposite direction. The Neapolitan garrison of 
the citadel did not disturb our sleep lust night. 
One of its sentries, however, did his best to shoot 
an English gentleman who was taking a row 
round the port in a small boat. Fortunately, 
however, tho bull passed through the boat without 
injuring either the boatmen or the gentleman. 
Whilst I am writing, drums are beating in all di- 
rections. It is Medici’s division making prepara- 
tion for the march. Medici will go to the l*aro 
and wait thero for further orders. What will be 
the attitude of the Neapolitan commander of this 
citadel I canuot toll. Some days ago he declared 
lie would open fire on Messina as soon as Garibaldi 
had set foot in Calabria. Should he be foolish and 
inhuman enough to keep his word, her Majesty’s 
subjects have nothing to fear. They are in good 
hands, for we have in this port the Scylla, which 
is commanded by Capt. Lambert, who, as I told 
you in my former letters, is one of the ablest, most 
resolute, and most distinguished officer* of her 
Majesty ’b navy. Yon may depend upon it he will 
know how to protect hiR countrymen. 

Martial Law in Naples . — The order for the state 
« f 6eigu, after assigning tho events in Castellam- 
are, und o»ber points, as the real reason of im- 
posing it, orders that 

1. Groups of more than ten persons be dispers- 
ed by the military or the National Guard. 2. 
Tbat’clandestine meetings in private houses, un 
«ler the name of Oomitato, be prohibited under 
pain of arrest. 3. That the carrying of arms, 
fire or side arms, be prohibited under pain of ar 
rest. 4. The carrying of heavy sticks is prohibit 
ed on tho same penalty. 5. The use of stones to 
be treated in the same way. 6. Finally, disturb- 
ances, seditious cries, and whatever is calculated 
to produce tumults, will be repressed by the same 
regulations, and the promoters and executors ar- 
rested. 

From New Granada — The Civil War . — Tho 
civil war still continues, but we find no details of 
active operations in our Panama exchanges. The 
following extracts are from a card issued by the 
foreign residents of Panama, relative to the in- 
terruption of the trade between the Isthmus and 
the Cauca: 

Two small vessels, the Clio and the Salamand 
ra, have been purchased, armed, manned, and 
:*eut to tho coast of Cauca, for the object, it is 
r-aid, of capturing any vessel which may attempt 
to enter the ports of the State, and a third vessel 
is to ioiu them for the same purpose. We would 
ask, nave not some of the ports been declared 
•free? Are free ports ever closed? Are commer- 
cial expeditions to free ports meddled with or con- 
fiscated? 

We had sincerely hoped that the Railroad Com- 
pany would have made its due demands, consider- 
ing that it received its cargoes m transit, with tho 
understanding that they were to continue to their 
destination. We had hoped, also that the foreign 
Consuls would have made their claims known 
with an accompanying protest, in case that the 
interests of their citizens had not been looked to. 
We had hoped, in fine, that the supremo authori- 
ties of this State would have retraced their steps, 
let commerce have its free course, fulfil the com- 
mercial spirit of the Isthmus in its laws of free 
ports. liberty of transit, &c., &c. Doing this, 
they will not only actiu accordance with all law 
*>f free trade, but’ thereby they will prevent get- 
ting into trouble with foreign nations, a question, 
with any of which, in this case, would prove worse 
than any heretofore, for the profits on merchan- 
dise to Peru, Chile, Ecuador, &c., &c., worth 
about $600,000, and all those which are going 
round tho Horn, which may bo worth $1,000,000, 
and to this add the principal invested, damages, 
«$c., &c., w ill be found to make no small amount 
to I030 willingly. 

Singular Phenomena in the Son.— T he 
President of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, Lord Wrotteeley, in his 
address at tho last meeting of the Society, at Ox- 
ford, mentioned the followiug interesting facts: 
On the 1st of September last, at llh 18m A. 
M., a distinguished astronomer, Mr. Carrington, 
had directod hiR telescope to the sun, and was en- 
gaged in observing his spot*, when suddenly two 
intensely luminous bodies burst into view on its 
utlTfaco. They moved side by side through a 
apace of about 35.000 mile#, first increasing in 
brightness, thou fading away; in five minutes 
they had vanished. Momentary as this remark- 
uMe phenomenon was, it was fortunately witness- 
ed and confirmed, as to one of the bright lights, 
by another observer, Mr. llodg6on, at Highgate, 
who, by a happy coincidence, had also his tele- 
scope du ec ted to the great luminary at the same 
infant. 

It may be, therefore, that these two gentlemen 
have act ually witnessed the process of feeding the 
fiuii, by tho fall of meteoric matter; but however 
this may bo, it Is a remarkable circumstance that 
the observations at Kevr show that on the very 
day and at the very hour and minute of this un- 
expected ar.d curious phenomenon, a moderate 
but marked magnetic disturbance took place; und 
a storm or groat disturbance of tho magnetic ele- 
ments occurred four hours after midnight, extend- 
ing to the southern hemisphere. Thus is exhib- 
ited a Reeming connection between magnetic phe- 
nomena and certain action* taking place on the 
bun’s disc — a connexion which the observations of 
Schwalie, compared w’ith the magnotic records of 
our Colonial Observatories, had already rendered 
nearly certain. 

Foreign.— I n a private letter to a friend, dated 
from Milan, 14th of August, one of the popular 
London preachers, who is at present on the Conti- 
nent, says: 

At Venice men daro not speak of Austria above 
their breath, and when they do whisper it is the 
■whisper of faith and hope in Sardinia and Gari- 
baldi. Here (Milan), on the contrary, all is free. 
Tho excitement reflecting Garibaldi is a perfect 
furore. His oftico is thronged with recruits, mad 
with enthusiasm, from morning to night; imd as 
fast as one party is started to Sicily another is 
formed; and no doubt the patriot's career is just 
beginning — certainly will by no means and with 
the capture of Naples, if he is allowed to take it. 

Groat satisfaction is everywhere expressed 
throughout Holland at the important intelligence 
received by the last overland mail, announcing 
that the whole of the territory of Banjermassing, 
in the south part of Bomoo, b.iR been annexed, 
and is now formally incorporated with the foreign 
possessions of the King of the Netherlands. The 
Governor-General has received the thanks of the 
two chambers of the Statcs-General, and the home 
Government has sent him the fullest powers, and 
impressed on him the necessity of taking such 
prompt and energetic measures a« he mav deem 
necessary for the maintenance of order, the con- 
solidation and prosperity of new territory, and 
the honor of the Dutch flag. 

The Tobacco Crop.— A lluding to the tobacco 
crop, the Glasgow (Ky.) Free Pre6s, of Friday, 
says: 

While other crops are about to be a complete 
failure, tho tobacco crop will also be short. Ac- 
counts from Southern Kentucky, and from other 
parts of the State, are not at all flattering. In 
Missouri the cron has not suffered as much as it 
has in our own State, but has suffered enough to 
lessen the yield materially. From Tennessee we 
bavo few accounts, but as the drouth has been 
felt severely there, we presume the prospects are 
no better than in Kentucky and Missouri. 

Fatal Shooting. — A cot respondent writing 
from Richmond, Va., Sept. 11th, says: 

I mentioned a shooting affray in my letter to- 
day, which occurred at the Columbian' Hotel. It 
was Joseph D. Crenshaw, one of the proprietors of 
the Columbian, who shot Capt. Askew. Capt. 
A. had command of one of the canal boats, ana is 
revorted dead. 

IIow the Slave Trade is Carried on. — 
Through a reliable source we have lately learn- 
ed some dofinite particulars respecting a romnrk- 
able case of success in this business, which illus- 
trates tho manner, the boldness, and the impunity 
with which it is prosecuted. 

We are referring now to the ship Montank, late 
of Sag Harbor. 

The Montauk, a full clipper ship of 512 tons, 
celebrated for her speed, arrived at Sag Harbor 
from a whaling voyage, in June, 1850. She was 
not refitted, but was advertised for sale. After 
lying at Long Wharf all winter, she was sold In 
March last, ostensibly to one Capt. Quayle, of 
New London, by whom she was taken to New 
York and nominally fitted for a whaler. In 
reality, a man calling himself Mitchell — a dissipa- 
ted chap who is said to have spent several fortunes 
acquired in the slave trade-directed her equip- 
ment, and went out in her as passenger, Quayle 
clearing hor at the custom-house “for North and 
South Atlantic.” 

The attention of the U. S. Marshal or of some 
of his deputies waa called to the singular and unu- 
sual style of her preparation* for whaling — for in- 
atance, stowing her ground-tier on top of the stone 
ballast, — butj though suspicions wore aroused 
nothing tangible could he found against her and 
she was permitted to depart. Her course was 
first headed for Fayal to keep up appearances, and 
thence direct to the coast of Africa, (what point 
©nr informant did not state) and took on board a 
full cargo of “black birds," how many we cannot 
■say, bnt an idea may be firmed from the fact that 
in ninety days from sailing Rbe landed thirteen 
hundred Africans on one of the Windward Islands 
to .the north of Cuba. 

Mitchell, (who is in New York, and tells this 
story), says that, after landing the negroes, he 
went to Cuba and aiTangod with certain authori- 
ties to enter thorn at 3 doubloons (about $50) 
ahead, which done, he boldly took them into the 
public market place of a certain city, and sold 
them at auction for an average of $1,000 apiece, 
if this statement, made voluntarily and with no 
inducement to deceive, can be relied on, the profits 
of this last cruise of tho Montauk amount, after 
deducting all incidental expenses, to the comfort- 
able sum of $1,000,000, which is somewhat bet- 
tor than the bent whaling we ever heard of, and 
for a 3 months’ voyage will do. The Montauk 
was probably scuttled and sunk.

Hints for Fattening Pork.— I t i* usual with 
man v farmers to put thin off until cold weather 
sets in. The pigs run iu the woods, the road, or 
the pasture, picking up a scanty living, amt coine 
to the pen.* loan and hungry, when they ought to 
be fattened. In our practice we keep pigs in the 
sty the year round. We find them quite too val- 
uable co-luLqieis Iu the manufacture of manure 
to allow them tu waste “their sweetness upon the 
desert air. \ pig is worth ten dollars a year for 
this purpose alone if you will give him the mate- 
rial to wolk w : tli and plenty of food. But posa- 
blv it may pay for a little time in ibe summer to 
keep the sow and pigs in a good clover pasture 
where grass is more plenty than corn upon the 
farm. If this be done, all* of them intended for 
the butcher by Christmas should be shut up 
immediately, and be fed with all they can eat. 

A squealing pig is worse for the owner s poc 
than for his ears. It is mod. easier to make pork 
September and October than m Dumber and 
January. No extra amount of food is 
keeping up the animal heat. It all goes to fat 
and musclo. Variety of foot is a mat t er of much 
importance in fattening swine. At tins season a 
greater variety is easily commanded 1 ho gar- 
den if it be a good one. yields a great many re- 
fuse articles, squashes, beets, carrots, apples, mel- 
on*. tomatoes, and corn, which will find a good 
market in the sty. One of the best articles of food 
for them is sweet corn, cut up by the roots and 
fed whole. They are very fond of it, and it makes 
them thrive very fast. A half acre near the sty 
may be profitably cultivated every year expressly 
for this purpose. If this be not on hand, corn 
from the field may be fed in the same way once a 
dav. But swine need something more than gTeon 
stuff, however nutritious, to make them fatten 
rapialy. 

The cooking of food is much more economical 
than is generally supposed, especially upon tho 
farm, where fuel costs little but the labor of pre- 
paring it. Wo think about one-tbird of the 
value af all the grains usually fed to swine, is 
saved by cooking. A boiler or box for steaming 
is indispensable in every well arranged swill- 
house. In this tho meal may bo cooked and 
thoroughly mixed with the roots and other vege- 
tables. The meal absorbs large quantities of 
water, is more highly relished by the pig*, and 
1? more perfectly digested. Numerous experi- 
ments fully prove the economy of cooking the 
food under ordinary circumstances. Some claim 
that they can make pork for less than three ets. 
a pound in this way. A dairy farmer of this 
State made one vear 4,227 pounds of pork. Tho 
feed with which Ec did it. was 4,127 pounds of 
corn and oat meal at $1.50 a hundred, 470 pound 
of shorts at 75 rente, 147 bushels of potatoes at 
16 cents, all of which are cooked, and half an 
Hereof green peas worth say $15. making tin* 
total coet of feed $103 95, or not quite two and a 
half cents per pound for the pork. The value of 
the whev and sour milk was not reckoned. This 
and the labor of feeding, with the fuel for cook- 
ing, are very properly balanced against the ma- 
nure they made. There can be no doubt that 
cooking the food pays well. 

A dry, warm place for sleeping is another im- 
portant item in keeping swine thrifty. They 
should have a good sty with roof and board fioor, 
and plenty of straw so that thev can keep them- 
selves clean. With these conditions pork can be 
made very fast, and the sty will be found to pay 
as well as anv part of the farm arrangement*. 

•CONNECTICUT. 
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An Awful Death.— O n the 13th of August an 
awful occurrence took place in frontof 8t. Peter’s 
Church, Sudbury, England, just previous to tho 
celebration of a wedding. It appears that Mr*. 
Byford, an aged widow, and an auut of the bride, 
went to St. Peter’H Church, it is reported, with 
the purpose of interfering with the marriage. She 
stood in front of the railings waiting for the wed- 
ding party to arrive, and was heard to declare, 
with an imprecation, that she would see the wed- 
ding — uttering also a fearful imprecation on her- 
self if sho didn't — when she suddenly fell down, 
completely paralyzed, to the ground; and although 
some ladies who happened to bo passing kindly 
sent for Rome brandy, and she w«h taken home in 
a hand-chaise, aim medical assistance immedi- 
ately procured, sho never spoke, but died the next 
morning. 



Brutal Treatment. — J ohn Kirtland, a young 
man well dressed and rather good looking, was 
arrested on Wednesday night on a charge of beat 
ing bis wife unmercifully and threatening her 
life with a deringer pistol. Mrs. Kirtland (who 
is known as Miss Julia Barron,) a member of the 
Burle que Opera troupe now performing at the 
Old Theater, appeared in Court closely veiled and 
testified to the truth of the charge as above given 
She said that on Wednesday morning w ithout any 
apparent cause' he locked her up In her room and 
kept her thero all day, without food, and that in 
the evening, in order that she might fill the po- 
sition assigned her in the programme, sotne of 
the members of the troupe burst open the door of 
her prison and released her. * 

After the performance, as sho was leaving the 
theatre, Kirtland met her at the door aud dragged 
her into the street, where he commenced beating 
her most shamefully. Not satisfied with this 
brutality, he also drew a derringer pistol and 
threatened her life. She stated that for the last 
three years her husband had led a worthless life 
and that she had supported him from the pro 
ceeds of h r wages as a singer. Tho recorder 
fined him $15 for whipping his wife and $10 for 
carrying concealed weapons, in default of which 
he was sent to do service on the chain-gang for 
5*1 days. This fellow, added to his other accom- 
plishments, can boast the possession of a consider- 
able amount of “cheek," inasmuch as he reques- 
ted tho Press to be sileut in regard to his case.

Suicide of a Boston Merchant. — T he mer 
cautile community of this city were a good deal 
excited on ’Change to-day by the announcement 
of a sad event, the suicide of one of their number 
under the following circumstances: 

Mr. Joseph E. Thayer, of India-wharf, a well- 
known cotton broker, of the firm of J. E. Thayer 
& Co., was about his business as usual during the 
forenoon. At ton minutes past twelve be was 
seen about India-wharf, and nothing particular 
was noticed in his appearance. 

At ten minutes past one a laborer in the store 
went into the i second story, when, to his horror, 
he found the body of his employer suspended to 
the hoisting rope. 

He had probably fastened a coni about his neck 
to the rope, and then cast himself from one of the 
upper stories to the place w here bis body was 
found. 

He was not over thirty-five years of age, and no 
cause can be assigned for the sad event.

Cold Weather and Snow on the Jfudtun.—A 
great change has taken place within the last four 
or five days in the weather on the Hudson river, 
l in Thursday and Friday it was very hot. On 
Saturday about 11 o'clock rain began to fall, and 
in a short time the weather was so cold that a 
room was vorv unconfortable without a fire. In 
this city .Saturday was one of the sultriest day 
that wo have had this summer, and the difference 
in the thermometer between these cities must 
have boon very great. On Sunday night there 
was a frost up the river. It was slight, und was 
felt only in the valleys. Monday and Tuesday 
the weather was very fine, but yesterday another 
great change was felt. Almost a gale was blow- 
ing the whole time, and in tho afternoon it blew* 
h hurricane, the weather being bitter cold. Be 
tween three and four o'clock there w«h a slight 
fall of snow. — M. Y. Cour. and Png., 13fA. 

Shooting Affray . — Wo understand that W. H 
Kiger, of Monroe co., shot W. F. Austin, of the 
same county, at Jimtown, on Sunday morning 
last. A difficulty existed between the two, grow- 
ing out of a law-suit depending in the circuit 
court of this county. According to our informa- 
tion the shooting was without any immediate pro- 
vocation. Austin fa severely and it is thought 
dangerously wounded. Kiger has surrendered 
himself to the authorities of Monroe county.
